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acreage annually cut would be equal SIERRA MADRE PUBLIC LIBRARY 
to the area exploited by the Christ¬ 
mas tree industry for the entire year. 

The annual cutting of 5 million 
trees is insignificant as compared with 
the loss through forest fires which 
each year sweeps over 12 million acres 
causing a yearly wastage of about 
$ 20 , 000 , 000 . 

In addition, it is pointed out that 
the lands from which a large portion 
of the trees are taken is often more 
suitable for pasture and is more val¬ 
uable after the timber crop has been 
removed than it was before. In the 
European forests the removal of 
Christmas trees is made to serve the 
welfare of the forests when at the hol¬ 
iday season the cutting of the small 
trees is in the nature of an improve¬ 
ment, thinning and at the same time 
a source of revenue. The removal of 
Christmas trees from our own Nation- 
alForests, under the supervision of 
forest officers, places a tidy sum in 
the nation’s pocket each year i and 
results in a more healthy and faster 
growing stand of timber remaining.

The only inspection required hitherto has been that ol cesspools 
and the connections thereto. 

it has been practically impossible for the Marshal to keep 
track of outside builders and contractors who came in here to do 
small jobs because no permits to do building, electric wiling 01 
plumbing were required. r lhe local men all have to pay yeuih 
licenses but very often the outsiders were able to sneak by without 
paying a license, which was anything but fair to the local men. 

Under the provisions of the new ordinance, permits will be nec¬ 
essary for all the different departments of building and the in¬ 
spector will be able to check up every job. 

Also the work will have to be done in such a manner as to pro¬ 
tect the health of those occupying the buildings and to minimize 
the danger of fire. 

There was no disposition to impose unnecessary or discrima- 
tory conditions. The ordinance has been made as simple and rea¬ 
sonable as possible without being ineffective. For instance, the 
electric wiring specifications are simply those which are required 
by all the insurance companies for safety. 

The ordinance establishes two fire districts in the city, one 
small one which takes in the business center of the town, within 
which in the future none but fireproof buildings may he erected. 
The second comprises the balance of the city as the Trustees felt 
that, for the present, the one restrietted district was all that was 
necessary and that others could he created as the need arose. 

The Chamber of Commerce instituted the move for this ordi¬ 
nance last August and has been much interested in seeing that it 
was pushed to a satisfactory conclusion. The City Engineer de¬ 
voted much time to its construction and the elimination of unsatis¬ 
factory and unnecessary provisions and the City Attorney consid¬ 
ers it bombproof. 

It is one more step along the path of civic improvement which 
Sierra Madre has taken.

But growth is like the coming of the tide, disliking it cannot 
stop it. Sierra Madre is bound to grow, that is inevitable. The 
question is not, “Shall we grow ?”, but “How shall we grow ! 

The manner of growth may be controlled or it may be left to 
chance and individual whim. The only way in which it can be 
properly controlled is by a united, public sentiment standing back 
of the city trustees and insisting on the safeguarding of the future 
of this city. 

There are many, many things which may be accomplished or 
prevented not by any legal procedure but by the force of an edu¬ 
cated public opinion. No one person is going to buck the opposi¬ 
tion of an entire community or insist on carrying out something 
detrimental to the public good if he realizes that every man’s hand 
and mind in the community is against that particular thing. 

But there is but one way to reap the full benefit of this great 
force of public opinion and that is by unity and cooperation. 
Every one in the city may think a certain object should be attained 
but unless people unite for its attainment, it will go undone. 

Often the full facts in regard to some needed improvement are 
not known—hazy and often erroneous statements are circulated 
and an opposition develops which is the result of lack of full 
knowledge. A public forum is needed for educative, clarifying 
discussion of community problems. 

In the growing city with a sense of civic pride, the Chamber 
of Commerce is the one medium through which this awakening 
and utilization of constructive public sentiment can best be dealt 
with. It provides the public forum and it should provide the ma¬ 
chinery for carrying out the expressed wishes of the citizens. 

A strong, properly organized Chamber of Commerce is of a 
value to a city which it is hard to express in any concrete terms.

New Method For 

Cooking Turkey 

The consensus of opinion is that 
there is no real substitute for the 
Christmas turkey. Plenty of Tur. 
key and few frills seems the most: 
satisfactory menu and we give a new 
way of baking the royal bird which 
has been tested by the United States 
Department of Agriculture and is 
highly recommended by it. The din¬ 
ner should have an air of festivity 
but at the same time it should not be 
too heavy to involve too much work 
in preparation. 

“If a turkey is to be the principal 
feature, the family will be impatient 
to see the big platter brought in; it 
is likely therefore that courses such 
as fruit or oyster cocktails, or soup, 
proceeding the hearty part of the 
dinner, will not he fully appreciated. 
In some households it may seem ad¬ 
visable to include some light soup, 
like tomato or consomme, to “make 
the turkey go farther,” but the family 
is perhaps justified in feeling that as 
Christmas comes but once a year 
the rules of economy may well be 
laid aside. A good stuffing adds to 
the attractiveness of the feast with¬ 
out causing extra cooking or dishes 
to wash. 

Baking the Turkey 

Draw and singe a tender young 
turkey. Remove the oil sac and all 
pinfeathers. Cleanse thoroughly and 
wipe dry. Rub the surface over with 
butter and a little salt, also a light 
sprinkling of pepper. Stuff with the 
following dressing, which has been 
tested by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture: 

6 cups finely broken stale bread. 

2 teaspoons salt. 

2-3 teaspoon pepper 

% teaspoon thyme. 

Vs teaspoon ground sage. 

3 teaspoons baking powder. 

V* pound butter. 

Ms onion minced. 

4 stalks celery, cut up small. 

Vs cup boiling water. 

Scissors may be used to cut up the 
stale broad. Cook the celery and the 
onion in the butter five minutes. Mix 
with the bread, baking powder, sea¬ 
soning, and hot water, and fill the ca¬ 
vity of the turkey. If a moist rather 
than fluffy dressing is prepared use 
more water. If there is any surplus 
it may be cooked in another dish, 
basted with the drippings from the 
} pan and served with the dinner. The 
amount suggested above was sufficient 
to stuff a turkey weighing a little over 
six pounds before being drawn. 

The turkey may be started in an 
oven temperature of 450 degrees F. if 
i a double roasting pan is used. If it is 
: young and tender it will be done in 
; one and one-half hours, during the 
j latter part of which the temperature 
may be slightly reduced. A large, 
heavy, or old bird will require con- 
i siderably longer baking. Keep the bot. 

; tom of the roasting pan well covered 
with water during the roasting so 
that the turkey will not dry out. 

The use of a “blanket” of biscuit 
dough spread over the entire turkey 
| will insure a juicy, tender bird. With 
a “blanket” the top of the roaster is 
| omitted. To make dough enough for 
i a 6 -pound turkey 2 cups of flour were 
used, with 1 teaspoon of salt, 4 tea- 
| spoons of baking powder, and enough 
water to moisten for rolling out thin. 
Shortening was not used because dur¬ 
ing the basting the dough absorbed 
5 sufficient fat. This “blanket” will be 
crisp and quite hard when the turkey 
is done and the skin underneath will 
be browned. The “blanket” is good 
to eat with gravy. 

How to Make Giblet Gravy. 

The giblets may be baked in the 
pan beside the turkey, or putting thru 
the meat chopper and simmered in a 
quart of water while the turkey is 
baking. To thicken the gravy, 2 to 
4 tablespoons of flour are blended 
with an equal amount of butter or 
turkey fat, and gradually stirred into 
the hot liquid. Salt and pepper are 
added according to taste.

“Next we went to the post office to 
mail a package and while standing in 
line a small voice back of me called 
out, ‘Mother, there is my friend,’ and 
there was little Harriet, a child from 
Itamona Acres, who had been in camp 
last summer; her teeth had been cared 
for and everything done to make her 
gain—and she had—ten pounds! And 
if you could have seen her bright 
eyes and healthy appearance, you 
would surely be glad some one bought 
seals last year that such a child might 
have a chance to go to the Preven¬ 
torium and get well. 

“On arriving home at night we 
found a letter from three little sis¬ 
ters—and they were pathetic little 
sisters when they went to camp last 
summer. The oldest one wrote: 
Mother was so happy when we got 
home and she found our teeth had 
all been fixed and we looked so well. 
We live on a hill and it used to seem 
so hard to climb but now we can run 
up it and do not mind a bit. We are 
so glad we had a chance to get to 
camp. Will you tell everybody who 
bought seals that we thank them so 
much and we three little girls hope 
they will have a Merry Christmas and 
a Happy New Y'ear’.” 

Mayor Mitchell, who is chairman of 
the seal committee here, says: 

“Every man and woman in this 
town should be able to feel that next 
year they will have a share in the 
“thank you” of little children who 
have been helped to get well. There 
is only one way to do this—buy seals.”

One night 160 years ago :in illiter¬ 
ate evangelist, who could sea reel j 
read or write, preached a sermon in 
a barn in an Irish village. No doubt 
there was that the meeting was a 
the general opinion of those who were 
failure, for the only convert was 
“Gus” Toplady, a boy of 16. Proba¬ 
bly the obscure evangelist whose 
name was soon forgotten, thought, 
too, that the meeting was a failure. 
But, if you will look in any hymn 
book in the world today you may (ind 
the name of the boy converted in the 
barn that night, Augustas Montague 
Toplady, in the upper corner of the 
page above the hymn, “Rock of Ages.” 

Toplady became a preacher himself 
and wrote that hymn, “the best known 
and best loved, most widely useful 
hymn ever written.” Toplady died, 
while yet a young man, with the 
words of that hymn upon his lips and 
in the century and a half since then 
thousands have risen to the heavenly 
life on the wings of this grand old 
hymn. 

(Jen. Stuart, the brilliant calvary 
leader of the Confederacy, sang this 
hymn as his life ebbed through the 
wounds he got in the batle before 
Richmond. Prince Albert, consort of 
Queen Victoria, repeated this hymn 
upon his deathbed. "If in this hour 
I only had my worldly honors and 
dignities to depend upon, I should he 
poor indeed,” he said. When the ship 
Lonilon sank in the Bay of Biscay in 
1866 the passengers on her deck sang 
“Rock of Ages” as the waves swallow¬ 
ed them. A body of Christian Armen¬ 
ian.- butchered in Turkey sang “Rock 
of Ages” even as the sword fell. This 
was a favorite hymn with the soldiers 
in the Civil War . 

In his new book, “Modern Messages 
from Great Hymns,” Robert Elmer 
Smith tells that when the steamer 
Seawauhaka sank and many passen¬ 
gers were clinging to life preserver: 
and pieces of the wreck, a young wife 
said to her husband, “I can hold on 
no longer.” 

“Try a little longer,” he urged, 
“and let us sing ‘Rock of Ages.’ ” As 
they sang others joined, and the sweet 
pleading prayer, rising from amid 
the perilous waters, inspired exhnu t- 
ed bodies with new strength to hob 
on until a life boat came and rescued 
nearly all. —Kansas City Star
